first Zeppelin raid over the heart, of 
London, on the night of Sept. 8, reach- 
ed New Tork today aboard the steam- 
Ellin Orduna with thrilling stories of 
the fight in the sky between the In- 
vaders and. British air craft, and other 
details of the damage inflicted which 
had hitherto been suppressed 
by the 


censor. 
Dropped Incendiary Bombs 


There were said to be three Zeppe- 


lins In the fleet, although those 
who 


told the story today had seen hut one. 
'They circled.oven the.theatre .and ho- 
tel district of London, dropping explo- 
sive and Incendiary bombs. 


One of the latter, it was said, caused 


the destruction of an entire block of 
•warehouses within five minutes' walk 
of St. Paul's cathedral.

OF ALL—REFERS TO STRIKE 


"Might Making Right" was Rev. C. 


A. Lincoln's- sermon 
subject 
at the 


virlc Street church Sunday morning. 
The text was from Zachariah, fourth 
chapter and sixth verse: "Not by might 
nor by power, but by my spirit, saith 
he Lord of Hosts." 
The text, the preacher said, seems to 


>e a complete negation of the theme 
that might makes right. But suppose 
we think of the definition of might. 
What is force? In force and by means 
of force we live and move and have 
pur being. 
Let. the sun's energy be 


increased or decreased, in perceptible 
degree, and we should find this earth 
perfectly uninhabitable. 
We live and 


move 'and have our being in the sun's 
energy. 
Our locomotives, 
our great 


steamships, our submarines our power- 
ful explosives, all 
are 
triumphs of 


force. Our progress is in learning how 
to harness force. The social order that 
we live'in rests on force. 
Discipline 


In the family, in the school, in the ul- 
timate 
analysis. 
rests 
upon 
the 


strength of the one who Is In control. 
,Uso th« discipline of the state. Back 
of the judge is the policeman; back of 
the policeman is the-Eoldler: and re- 
cently we have seen in 
one 
of 
our 


states a demonstration of the fact that 
the soldier, the militiaman, is the one 
upon whom we depend at last for tho 
enforcement of state laws. 
Now the 


time may come when this will he vast- 
ly different; but I cannot imagine any 
order of society in which force does 
not have to he the ultimate determina- 
tion of what shall take place amon" 
men. 


In tho famous Frank case in Georgia 


we hnve an illustration of the 
fan 


that sometimes mob 
force predomi- 


nates over organized force: and indi- 
viduals must suffer, the state and na- 
tion must suffer, when force la thus 
employed for disorderly practices. 
Thr Strike In I.nircll 


Tn our own city we have a strike. A 


strike is in one sense a trial of force: 
It is a trial of strength between thopo 
who are employed and those who em- 
ploy thi-m. That force which has much 
to do with the order of society, with 
the conduct of Industry, is true physi- 
cal force-. 
There Is a limit to physical 


ability: if it were not for that I sup- 
pose strikes would last forever. 


This is true in the very highest spir- 


itual experiences. 
Influence is force, 


and it is largely romposed of physical 
force, tho great tine of elemental en- 
ergy that flows Into and out of us. 


But there is something higher th,o 


physical force. 
Mental 
force 
being 


higher than material force conquers It 
In the Ion5 run. 
An Idea In the skull 


of a 
man 
conquers 
ultimately

forces of nature; nnd the higher Idea 
conquers the lower. In the end, men- 
tal force conquers brute force.

Accord- 
ng to the most authoritative figures, 
:here have been between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 men engaged In almost dally 
conflicts. 
The attacks upon tho sides 


of the Inclosing lines—600 mites--of 
Warsaw have been the niost furious In 
modern warfare and only equaled by 
:he vain counterattacks which have 
been more or less successfully launch- 
ed by the Russians. 


Hope wns first entertained In mili- 


tary quarters In London and Paris that 
the "Russians had some tremendous 
coup In reserve, that they would eland 
a siege In their principal fortresses along 
the Warsaw caiient, and then, with 
a free army still in the field, would at- 
tempt to turn the Teutonic flanks, ei- 
ther In the north between Llbaii and 
Riga or In the south on the Bukowln- 
ian-noumanian frontier or suddenly Is- 
sue from tho lines northeast and 
southeast of Warsaw and attempt to 
envelop the armies In tho west.

Ing to reach tlje single and double 
track railway from Ivangorod to Brest

via Lublin' and 


Chelm, which is for the most part a 
single track, and, finally, the army of 
Von LInsingen, made up of Austria's 
"new" army of 700,000 Or 800,000 men, 
operating on the Llpa, east of Lem- 
berg. 


For months, In spite of the terrible 


attacks made upon the Warsaw-Blaly- 
stok section In the north find the Lub- 
lin-Chelm section In the south, the 


Russians managed to keep the outer 
lines free, while between .them tho 
double track line from Warsaw via 
Sledllce to central Russia remained' 
open until the last 


North of the Vistula the combined 


operations have been under the BU-' 
preme command of Field Marshal von 
HIndenbtirg. while tho Austro-German 
—principally Austrian—armies of the 
south or right have been under tho su- 
preme direction of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen. 


At the very beginning of the cam- 


paign the hardest righting developed 
between the middle Vistula and the 
Bug. where the Russians held their 
ground for nearly two months, suffer- 
ing no small loss. Another battle front 
early developed was no. th of the lower 
Vistula, from Wysczogrod to around 
Ossowetz. 
Russian Plan That Failed. 


This upshot of the two months' cam- 


paign of the Teutonic armies has been

ammunition, which Russia had devel- 
oped from January to the middle of 
April for penetrating and grasping the 
plains of Hungary in the form of a. gi- 
gantic pair of shears, one knife of 
which was to cut southward from the 
Carpathians and the other northwest- 
ward from Bukowina and Transylvania.

attack landlocked Heels. 


Swooping down at n. distance of five 


PCM miles from tho object ot attack, ths 
air crnf'. would drop Its il.-adly pas- 


ienger Into the water Just as It would 
lave been launched from a destroyer. 
The Impact sets" the torpedo's machin- 
ery In motion, and It is oft at a speed 
ot more than forty knots an hour to- 
rard the enemy ship. 
The range of the newest navy tor- 


pedoes is 10,000 yards, and even the 
older types will be effective at 7;000 
yards. Carried on a hug* aeroplane the 
2,000 pound weapon would be taken 
over harbor defenses at an altitude safe 
from gunfire. 
Once over the bay, the 


machine' would guide to within ten or 
twenty feet of the water, the torpedo 
rudders would bo set. and It would be 
dropped, to do Its work while the aero- 
plane rose and sped away. 


Aeroplanes to carry a ton of dead 


weight have been perfected by several 
countries. Russia Is said to have ecv- 
eral .that will carry twenty men, and 
the new British air craft probably will 
have similar capacity. 


It IB said to be possible that a type 


of radio controlled torpedo might be 
employed, one aeroplane carrying a 
torpedo and another the wireless ma- 
chinery to control the missile's flight 
through the water. It Is pointed out 
that Admiral Fiske obtained patents 
on auch a method of control In 1509, 
when he was a lieutenant commaniier 
in the navy. They are paid to tie so 
broad and farreachin? as to unJerlle 
all subsequent developments of radio 
controlled devices. 


"My invention," says the application 


filed by Lieutenant Commander Fifke, 
"Is especially applicable to automobile 
torpedoes and makes it possible to con- 
trol the movemenjs of a torpedo with 
great certainty from a shore, from tho 
deck of a ship or a lake." 


Since the aerial torpedo plan was ad- 


vanced reports have con-.o that German 
engineers were at work on a similar 
scheme.

The plans approved

health authorities provide Cor connec- 
tions at thr.ee points. These connec- 
tions are so arranged that while the 
water from the city mains could flow 
inlo the Locks and Canals pipes, the 
water of the private corporation could 
not ilow into the pipes of the public 
system. Furthermore, systematic sup- 
ervision and investigation are provided 
for so that the scheme while practica- 
ble cannot cause any deterioration in 
the water supply. 
The plans have 


now been approved by engineers, in- 
surance experts and the state health 
authorities and there is no good reason 
why they should not bo, approved 
the city.

NEW YORK. Sept. 20.—The largest 


underwriting 
syndicate

world has ever known was in process 
of formation today to handle the pro- 
posed "billion dollar" credit loan to 
rircat Britain and France, which has 
now shrunk, it was reported, to a sum 
yet to be determined; between 5600.- 
DOU.GOO and 
$600,0011.000. This

tnoth syndicate, according to tentative 
arrangements said to have been apreed 
upon, will be nation-wide in this char- 
acter and will comprise national and 
ctute banks and trust companies from
